The firſt of theſe were in hopes of ſome Turn in Favour of 
their old Maſter's Poſterity, and at leaſt expected from the Queen, 
that the Right of the Prince of Wales ſhould be Recogniz'd, and 
that Her Majelty 1 the Crown for Life, ſhould reſtore it 
as to the right Owner after Her Deceaſe. . 

It was thought moſt of our High Church-Men would have 
come into this Project, but when they began ro Examine it, it

This being an irreconcileable Difficulty, gave the firſt Killing, 
Wound to the Party, which appear'd United and Formidable be.

This Neceſſity of Owning the Queen's Right to depend upon 
the Revolution Settlement, drove the High- Church-Men all to x 
yet worſe Extream, and that was to fall in with the Hannover 
Succeſſion, confirm'd with an Abjuration. 8 

This loſt them yet more of their Friends, and ſo weakened 
their Party farther.
